Biweekly reports should be subm itted to the 
Bureau concerning the informant's activity and efforts to become reactivated 
on behalf of the Bureau and two weeks prior to^the expiration of the 
authorizedjgajjmenjjp^riod youT should again submit an informative^summary 
setting' JTorth the value of the Informant and your recommendation as to 
his continuance.

On January l£* 1953* Informant was In contact with IRWIN 
STEIN * Business Manager of "The Sentinel"* a magaslne which* 
according to the informant* was originally purchased with 
money arranged for by the Communist Tarty* STEIN* according 
to the Informant, haa been active In the Jewish field of 
the Communist Party and of the International Workers Order 
for ten or more years* and a close associate of LEON KATZEN, 
CP Financial Secretary in Chicago* who has been underground 
for the pest two* years* 



STEIN discussed his business connections with !f The Sentinel* 
and indicated hia contacts wit h present CP .district leeder- 
shio are limited. He then toldl 1

diecuased the ROSENBERG case* the Prague trial* and other 
matters relating to anti-Semitism* and indicated that he 
is now primarily engaged in work in the Jewish field* He 
told the informant he would remain in contact with him f 

In connection with the above* recent fiaurs of KATZEN have * 
reflected that KATZEN visits STEIN; and further* that the 
car presently being driven by KATZEN is registered in 
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STEIN'a name. Information -was also recently developed that 
KATZEN, during January, 1953, in renting a room, which ha 
presently occupies, under en alias "nemo, uaed the name of 
STEIN 88 a reference. STEIN, when contacted by the landlord 
concerning KATZEN, advised the landlord that he had known this 
individual for years and that the individual was a reputable 
citizen. It therefore appears that the information of this 
informant as to STEIN' s being in contact with KATZEN has been 
corroborated . 

On January 16, 1953, the informant exhibited a letter which he 
was drafting to be mailed to NY 69^-S at New York for delivery 
under pre-arranged plans to WILLIAM WEINFR. The letter con- 
tained a report requested by the National Office of the Commu- 
nist Party relet in* to the CP membership and trustworthineas 
of Dr. HERSHEL MEYER., a teacher at the Jefferson School in New 
York, formerly a resident of Chicago. This report was prepared 
by the informant on the instruction of WEINER, and in connection 
with the obtaining of the information, the informant had contact 
with LEON KATZEN, previously referred to, and DAVID ENOLESTEIN, 
CP, District #8, Publicity Director in Deeember, 1952. The other 
matter reported on in this letter related to the informant* a 
carrying out of the instructions of WEINER that he waa to contsct 
KATZEN and arrange for the assignment of two Party people, full 
time, in connection with the promotion of the recently-published 
new PAtTL ROBESON records • 

The informant used the letter and his report of the results of 
his contacts with these functionaries as a means to complain to 
the National Office through WEINER that he had difficulty both 
in the obtaining of the requested information and also in the 
transmittal of his report* In the letter to WEINER he explained 
his terdineas in reporting this Information beoause of the ln- 
frequency of direct contact with local leadership end because 
of lack of regular communication arrangements. Informant advised 
the interviewing Agent that Ms reason for complaining to WEINER 
is that he hopes the word will get to FOSTER of the informant's 
dissatisfsction with present arrangements between informant end 
the National Office, and as a result, new instructions might be 
forthcoming to place the informant in closer contact with CP 
leadership locally and in New York. 

On January 23., 1953, CO 582U-S had a luncheon date with HARRY 
MILLER, his contact for meetings with LEON KATZEN, previously 
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describe d. KILLER had previously been in contact with I 1 
I l end told her that he was departing for New York end 
made inquiry as to whether the informant wanted him to do any- 
thing while there. Other sources available to this office had 
advised that MILLER would be in New York from January 23 until 
January 28 , 1953 * end that one of his contacts While in Ken 
York would be STANLEY' XEVISON, a close associate of WILLIAM 
WEINER, .',„,' 

Since CO 582^-S had not verified whether NY 69^-S had delivered 
the above-described letter to WEINER* the Informant, on 
January 23 last, made telephonic contact with NY.694-S in New 
York end ascertained that the New York informant had been aick 
for more than a week and had been unable to deliver the letter* 
The informant advised NY 69ty-S thst he would have MILLER contact 
the New York informant end instructed NY A94-S to turn the 
letter over' to MILIAR for delivery to WEINER. 

At the luncheon engagement with MILIER on January 23 last* the 
informant told MILDER about his 1 sending the above-described 
letter to NY 694-S for subsequent transmittal to WILLIAM WEINER, 
and also advised MILIER of the Illness of NY 694-S which had 
prevented the delivery of the letter as scheduled. Informant 
therefore requested MILLER while in New York to contact NY 09I4.-S 
end to obtain the letter end to deliver It to WEINER personally 
if that was possible. The informant alao orally told MILLER to 
express the informant »s dissatisfaction concerning present 
arrangements which he had with the National Office end the 
Chicago leadership, snd MILIAR essured the informant that he 
would handle the matter and see if better arrangements eould be 
made* MILLER slso told the informant that he, himaelf, hed 
expected STANLEY LEVTSON to be in Chicago during the month of 
January* but that IEVISON had not made contact with him. MILLER 
referred to the recent C? trial in New York and to the apparent 
disruption of the national leadership of the Party in explaining 
the possible resson for the slow action of the Psrty in connec- 
tion with its relatione with the informant. He 8lao told the 
informant that NATZEN "was well but busy, and th8t they, that is 
Jhe and KATZEN, -would see the informant on MILIER* a return from 
New York City.

MILLER, according to other sources, returned to Chicago on the 
evening of January 28 last. On January 29 la at he waa in tele- 
phonic contact with l L and arranged a luncheon date 
with her for that date* which he -later broke because, as he 
explained* he had to leave Chicago on business. He returned to 
Chic ago on Febru ary 2, 1953* *"d again waa in contact by phone 
wlfch l | aaking her to have lunch with him. The source 
waa unable to accept the luncheon engagement due to the fact that 
she had previoualy arranged a luncheon engagement with IRWIN 
STEIN in connection with the ! matter previoualy deacribed. 
At the date of the writing of thia letter the reaulta of MILLER* a 
trip to )lew York have not been trenamitted by KILLER to the 
informant* 

However, on "February 1, 1953, CG 582l|.-S adviaed that on the 
previoua date he h8d again contacted NY 694-S by telephone at 
3few York, and thia informant adviaed CG 582^-S that MILLER had 
made contact with him and appeared to be friendly and had taken 
care of the matter. It ia therefore quite certain that the 
above-described letter waa delivered to WEINER and the reaulta 
of MILLERta contecta in New York 'will be obtained within the next 
few deya • 

On January 25, 1953, fch * informant waa in contact with JEAN KOSMAN, 
known to the informant aa a Party peraon formerly active In the 
Hyde Park Section of the Communiat Party and believed .preaently 
atill active in the Party bv concentrating her efforta aa a Party 
peraon In the Progreaaive Party, Thia contact waa had by the 
informant at the residence of MAX end GENEVIEVE WEINSTEIN, in-laws 
of HARRY BRIDGES. The informant waa cordially received, and they 
discussed certain organisational problema that had arisen in the 
Progreaaive Party aa a reault of the Communiat Party National 
Committee resolution which appeared in the "Daily Worker" -* 
December 28, 1952.

The informant continues hia eorrespdndence with MARCEL and LENA 
SCHERER and with WILLIAM LAURENCE of New York, and has again 
during the peat two weeks obtained valuable information concerning 
the national leaderahlp from theae aourcea. Through correapondence 
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he raises certain matters relating to the leadership of the 
Party and to international issues, and the information the 
informant receives ;from these sources is In answer to the 
issues raised in the informant »s letters. The informant hss 
recently noted that LENA SCHERER has become more security 
conscious, end where formerly she wote to the informant at 
his residence and used her own name and correct address on the . 
outside of the envelope for return purposes,, she now writes to 
the informant's wife, snd the envelopes contain no return 
address. The informant was advised in one of these letters 
that MARCEL SCHERER has recently received publicity in the 
"New York Daily Mirror* wherein he was alleged to have had 
association with the ROSENBERGS. The informant stated that for 
this, reason he believes that LENA SCHERER is becoming increas- 
ingly security conscious and there will be difficulty in 
obtsining current CP information from these people until other 
arrangements are made for the transmittal of confidential matt era. 

The informant additionally oontlnues to supply information of 
value relating to National Office personnel, and* In addition, 
within the past two weeks has furnished the identity of two 
individuels of possible value with whom he was in contact in 
Moscow in 19lf7 and who confided in him that they wanted to get 
out of Russia by sny means. This information is being trans- 
mitted to the Bureau because it la felt that the -information 
in the possession of these individuals, if arrangements could 
be made for a contact with them by CIA, ^would be extremely 
valuable in connection with counter-intelligence work* 

in attempting to evaluate the quality and quantity of current 
information being furnished by this informant, the Bureau** 
attention is called to the reports of SA RUSSELL S« GARNER of 
flew York in the ease entitled ".CP USA, IS-C", dated January 19» 
1.953* and SA RICHARD J. BAKER, Chicago, in the case entitled 
"COMMUNIST PARTY, DISTRICT #8* dated January 18, 1953. A review , 
of the New York report reflects that the informant's information

It is alao noted that in the 
referenced New York report a con e lder able amount of CO 5B2ii.-S*s 
information waa verified through r I and other informanta 
of aimllar stature* 



On January 30, 19 53. CG S62k-S waa contacted and advised that on 
the previoua date» 1 I liad viaited the Modern Book Store, 
CP outlet for literature m Chicago, and had a conversation with 



WILIIAM SENNETT who told her; that DAVID ENGtESTEIN, previoualy 
deacribed, had again gone and that he, SENNETT* waa taking 
ENOLESTEIN'a place, , SENNETT then a en t greetinga to the informant 
and indicated he would see the informant in the near future* 

On the same date the whole reactivation program of thia informant 
vaa di8cuaaed with him in detail. It waa agreed that during 
January, poaitive reactivation efforts had not been aa encouraging 
aa had been expected as a reault of the informant's New York trip 
in November and December lest. It waa nevertheleaa agreed that 
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there are oertain indications that point to the continued 
friendliness of the Party leaderahip toward the informant ♦ 
The moat important indication, of courae, la the oontlnuad 
close frlendahip of HARRY MILLER., and MILLER' a desire to assist 
tha informant In any way possible in connaction with tha Inform- 
ant's desire to help tha Party/ It ia fait that ainea MILLER 
ia In regular contact with XATZEN, ha, MILLER, would be tha 
firat to know If any euepiciori ia directed toward tha informant*

of the continued truat of the Party in the informant Ilea in the 
apparent friendliness of WILLIAM SENNETT, who "haa replaced 
ENOLESTEIN as the open Publicity "Director of District #o, Commu- 
nist Party, in that SENNETT, on January 30 last, sent personal 
regard a to the informant* 

In connection with the reeetiyation discusalons, an attempt waa 
made to analyse the lack of contact of LEON KATZEN and DAVID 
ENOLESTEIN aince December, 19^2. The informant was of the 
opinion that this is of little significance becauae he feela the 
local leaderahip will not make a move to utilise the services 
of the informant unleas it is adviaed to do ao by the National 
Offioe. Since the informant feela that word haa not reached the 
local leaderahip aa to the desires of the National Office, he 
places no significance In the lack of contact with him by these 
individuals* 

With regard to KATZEN, the informant feels that he will have con- 
tact TJith thia individual within the next few daya. The inform- 
ant pointed out that SENNETT had told | | that ENGLESTEIN 
haa again left, and informant stated that this is apparently the 
reaaon for Ma lack of contact with ENOLESTEIN of recent date, 
(ENOLESTEIN, according to information available to thia office 
obtained from other sources, aopears again to be -underground.) 

In further analysing the informant's reactivation efforta, the 
informant adviaed that he muat wait to hear what reaults MILLER 
obtained in Hew York before he decidea on any new woves. He 
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feels that because of the high level at which he la attempting 
to reactivate, any action "by him of a positive nature at this 
i(imc would be a mistake* It was therefore agreed that a dia- 
/cussion would again be held as to future action in connection 
/ with reactivation efforts efter MILLER contacts the informant 
/ and advises him of the results in connection with the New York 
/ trip. At that time a program for future action will ageln be , ( 
' discussed and the informant will be in a better, position to 
take positive action if deemed necessary* 

One of the steps now being discussed in connection with further 
reactivation efforts is the informant's writing of a letter to . 
WILLIAM 2. FOSTER, National Chairman of the Communist Party, 
which would be a follow-up to the informant" a November, 1952, 
personsl contact of FOSTER, and would also include a commentary 
on the recently published new program -of the Party. The inform- 
ant feels again that whether or not this letter should be written 
will depend on the message which MILLER received for the informant 
while in New York. The informant is also contemplating the 
.advisability of tranamittlrtg a letter to PEGGY DENNIS, wife of 
EUGENE DENNIS now in Jail, who he understands visits her husband 
on oeeeaiona. This letter would be directed to her merely to 
inform PEGGY DENNIS thst the informant is feeling better and to 
send regards to DENNIS himself. The informant Xeels that if DENNIS 
knew he wes well enough to express an interest in the Party, it 
might result in his submitting instructions through his wife to 
the nstionel leadership of the Party to put the informant to work. 
A letter has been directed to New York to advise of PEGGY DENNIS'S 
current address and whether or not ahe is receiving msil at that 
address. 

The Informant continues to be extremely cooperative snd is 
impatient at the results of his reactivation efforts to date. 
At, the ssme time he feels he must move cautiously snd slowly if . 
he is to place himself in 8 key position. 

The informant's chief concern at the present time remains on the 
issue of security, which he ties up cloaely with the submission 
of en income tsx return by him, which will be required as of 
March 15 next » These problems have been put to the Bureau, and 
the suggestions of the Bureau will be -furnished to the Informant 
as soon as they are made available. 
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this office la closely supervising the activities of this 
.informant end making regular contacts with him, and the Bureau 
vill he advised of all developments*

The iureau is aware that fro» a eecurity standpoint and 
also from a legal standpoint * the informant's tax re- 
turn matter involvee a it0ty eeaplex situation in its 
present form beesuse the tcx reports of three persons 
are involved* The informant has repestedly said that 
the tax matter had been presented by hi» to the Bureau 
solely because it involved security and his cover and 
not because any of the persona involved ae sired apeclal 
consideration iron a financial standpoint* 

Sines any plan for reporting by theae individuals must 
emanate from the Internal Revenue Deportment and such 
plan to date has not teen received by the Bureau* and 
since the que a ti one Involved are legel* this office does 
not feel thet it can outline any tentative islen to the 
informant on its own initiative* However* in view of 
the short period of tine retaining before the March 15 
-tax deadline* and since dissuasion must be Imd by nail 
between this office and the Bureau and Nc-w York, and the 
rssneotlve inforwente involved, it is felt ed vie able at 
this time to begin at once to clarify and discuss cer- 
tain Matters thet must be considered both from s security 
and legal angle* 
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Vith thia in nind, the Interviewing agent on February 
11# 19i»3 attested to diacusa with CG-5024-s a number 
of tax ^rotilema involved, tooth from the aecurity side 
and frcw « technical standpoint* The informant ia 
difficult to talk with on these pointa beoauae of hia 
la ok of underatanding of, the law tnd also because ha 
feele that the Bureau aa the intelligence organization 
ahould be aet up in euch a manner aa to handle theeo 
matters at a high level in simplified form without too 
much attention to legal technicalitiea*

The reference to a speedy correction of "this matter within a 
couple of weeks" is interpreted, to mean that the informant will 
be contacted within that period by a person of authority in the 
national leadership* possibly either an onen or an underground 
leader within the next couple of weeks, at which time the 
informant's complaint of "isolation" can be discussed and pos- 
sibly corrected. 

The resolution reference is to the National Committee, Communist 
Party, USA- resolution concerning the results of the national 
elections in this country which appeared in the "Daily Worker" 
of December 28, 1952, and which sets forth a criticism of the 
Party program during the past four years as well as certain 
steps concerning the new Party progra*.

WFIKFR*s regret concerning the informant's inability to take 
part in the "collective give, and take" refers to the present 
discussions being held in the Communist Party leadership 
of "criticism and self-criticism" concerning the errors of 
the Party during the past four years and the chartering of 
a new Communist Party line for the Communist Party> USA* 

WTIKER's promise to do vhat he can to bring about a "more 
satisfactory relationship" between the informant and the 
national office is followed by the caution that "slow motion 
is the prevailing rate of speed." This is interpreted by 
the informant to mean that WFIHFR is using his influence with 
the national leadership but that the informant must be patient 
due to the disruption of the Party leadership which makes 
cadre assignments slow in processing* 

The reference to "rough sailing" and VTINFR's expectation that 
it will become "worse soon" refers to Wfxntr/s present difficulty 
with Immigration and Naturalization and possibly to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and to his anticipation of possible 
future arrests or indictments^ 

With reference to the manner in which the informant should send 
mail to FuSTFR#. the informant advised that in November » 19?2 
while in New York, he made these arrangements with WFitffR and 
WFINFB's remark concerning submission of subsequent letters 
to FOSTFR is merely reassuring the informant that he. VTINTR, 
is still in a position to get mail to FoSTTR r 

The "trip" mentioned, by V'r.IirR refers to . V.' r XffTR*s previously 
expressed intention made to the informant that he was coming 
to Chicago and if it was possible for him to make the trip* 
he would see the informant* The contingency on which this trip 
is contemplated is that KnrarR will be allowed by the Immigration 
and Natural ization Service to travel outside the Jurisdiction to

19£3 that he eannot 
emphasize strongly enough, the importance Of. the role that

A letter of March. 1U> 1953 from LENA SCHERER. identified HHtHTHAIWOCD 
as a member of the National Negro Commission of the Ccmamunist Party and 
detailed his .factional fight with the National Negro Commission on the 
Negro question* Considerable added discussion wa# contained in this letter 
on the recently issued pamphlet of the National Education Department on 
the Negro question* The letter also detailed information on the party 
pefcoe work* on, VITO. MARCANTONIO^ and the status of the Progressive Party. . 

A letter received Iqr the informant from N3T 691H3 en March 16, 1953 advised 
that the New Xork informant had henr established, a personal contact with 
LEON and BARNET JOSEPHSOH and also with 1£NV SCHERER. The New York informant 
advised, that when he delivered the letter of CG 582U-S to the son-in-law 
of WILLIAM. WEINER* one HEL1ER* earlier in the month* the ^ lork informant 
got the definite impression that there is no: suspicions on the informant 1 a 
motives since HELLER* s attitude was ixi fact friendly. The New York 
informant advised C& 582U-S that he cannot f ully .explain the delays of th* 
National Office in contacting: the Chicago informant but attributed it in 
part to the general disorganization within the national, leadership. It was 
the opinion of NT 69k-$ that it would b* advantageous for CG 582U-& to 
again visit the New York informant In New york if an adequate cover could 
be arranged. This matter will be further discussed in a subsequent section 
of this letter under the caption "Future Plans For Reactivation."

NT 691H5 also told the informant 
that her NT 69U-S, wo^ild be in Chicago on business from April 13, next 
through April 18* next. 

A letter dated March SO, 1953 from LENA SCHERER furnished importiuit 
information concerning changes in personnel in the "Daily Worker* staJff *

party situation in. the Pur and Shoe Workers unions and re-registration 
figures on Negroes in. New Xork State. The above information was furnished 
the Bureau and New York under a, daylet caption.

Prior to; March 15, last* in conformance with Bureau instructions, a Federal 
Income T$x Return, was, prepared for both the informant and his wife.

On March 22, 1953, the informant advised that he. had again visited SUE 
COHEN and CHARLES MITCHELL at the Mount Sinai Hospital and while visiting 
COHEN had met DIANE VOCES, a key Communist in the Hyde Park Section. All 
of these individuals expressed an. interest in the informant in that he is 
now moving around but cautioned hla not to become too aotive for reasons 
of health.. ' . 



On March 20, 29$3 \ I was oontacted. by HARHT MILLER, previously 

described, who apologized to the source for not keeping in touch with the b7D 
informant. MILLER , said, that he would be out of town on March. 23, last 
but would see the, informant in the. near future. 

FUTURE PLANS FOR REACTIVATION 

The informant continues to. have an excellent attitude for cooperating with 
the Bureau but. is showing increasing impatience with the progress he has 
made toward reactivation in the past 3 or h months. At the same time, he 
realizes that to attain the. position which has been set forth as a goal in 
connection with reactivation, it is necessary to proeeed oautiously and 
slowly. The informant has repeatedly stated that he is not worried about 
the ultimate results of his. efforts and feels, that he will be successful > 
if patience is had with his efforts. 

A lengthly discussion was held with the informant on March 18, 1953 to 
review his efforts to date and to decide on future efforts. It was decided 
that in. addition to continuing the informant' s efforts with established 
contacts in Chicago, that the following program should additionally be 
considered and put in actions 

The. first positive step will be for the informant to draft, a letter for 
EUGENE DENNIS to be delivered, to PEGGY DBNN.IS by NT 6?ii-S. The informant 
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knows FEOQX DENNIS trusts him and believes bi£% he can get word to DENNIS 
that he, the informant. Is moving- around then DENNIS will order the party 
to assign the informant ♦ CO 582U-S advised that in his opinion DENNIS 
is undoubtedly worried at the present time that forces within the party 
will take advantage ©fthis confinement at Atlanta, and that he, DENNIS, 
may lose his party position before he is released from jail* DENNIS, it 
is believed, will, if he knows that informant is around, order CO 582U-S? , 
into a party position, in order to keep DENNIS in control of the party. 
NX 69U-S has. previously advised, that he can deliver this, letter to HSQOX 
DBNNJS and that he welcomes the opportunity to, contact her* The informant 
was instructed to draft such a letter as soon, as, possible and to submit it 
to NX 69k-& for delivery. 

The second proposed step, which, it was decided, informant would do, is 
that the informant will, during the wpek of March 22, contact OTIff WANGERIN, 
a close personal friend of IfXLUAK' Z., FOSTER, tor instruct WANGEHN that* he, 
the informant, wants to see STEVE NEI&QN during NELSON 1 s: trip to Chicago 
which is scheduled for April: U, 19$)*

The third step which* the informant believes should be taken in the immediate 
future, is for the informant tot make a second, trip, to New XOrk to again 
contact National, Office functionaries; provided an adequate cover can be 
arranged. ! ( 

In this connection the matter of a cover has been discussed generally* by 
CGf 5821*-Sl with NX 6?lHS through correspondence, toe New XorJc informant has 
advised that his firm now has a (fticaga outlet, the National Steel and 
Copper Company, handling his product exclusively. The firm salesmen are 
always commuting, to and from New 1 York and it may be possible for NX 6?1*-S 
to arrange for a salesman to: take CO 582U-S into New Xorlc at a future date., 

An alternate plan for cover was suggested by the agent handling CO 5821* -S. 
This plan would be, built around a cover that CO 582U-S is being considered 
for employment by NX 69U-S r firm as a contact mm or as* a trouble-shooter 
for working in the Midwest in order to provide 03 582l±-S with sufficient 
work to keep his mind off of his physical condition. 

CG $52Ii-S advises that the main difficulty for NT 69U-S to follow through 
with such a, plan would lie in selling the partner of NX 69U-S on the 
necessity for such a maa £n Chicago. In the discussion between. CQ 582ii-S 
and the agent it was suggested by the afcent that the partner's opposition 
might be, overcome' if NX 69U-& explained to the partner that his brother 
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is Just recovering from an illness, and that because of the illness the 
New Torlc informant* a brother is unable to get full-time outside employment 
and that while NT 6^-S realises that his fira does not need CO 582U-S 
full time the^ New Xork informant would like CO 582U-S doing someUing 
because time is weighing heavily on. his hands. The. New lork informant 
might teJJL his partner that he^ feels he is obligated, to provide CO, 582UrS 
with something to do to speed recovery. The New York informant could 
explain, to his partner that he would; not expect the firm t& place CQ 582l;-S 
on its payroll and that if any salary i* paid to CO. 582krS he, NT 69iHS, 
will, take care of it out of his share of the fira T s income. NX 69k-S . 
could admit, to the partner that there is little need in Chicago for 
&* 582U-S 1 services and the main reason for suggesting that CO 582U-& be; 
used by the firm is because NX 69k-S desires ta help the Chicago, informants 
jhysieal recovery- by providing him. with something to do. 

Xf NX 69U-S is agreeable io such a. plan, CO 582U-S stated that he feels 
a good cover will have been laid which will provide, the, Chicago informant 
a cover not only for this* trip: but for periodic future trips to flew Xork. 

The informant believes that such, a trip might greatly help his reactivation 
efforts and further that he may get valuable information concerning the 
present party activites. 

The informant particularly feels the necessity for personal contact again : 
with WILUAU Z. FOSTER, WXLLtAtf WEINBR, BETTX GANNETT,, WILLIAM UKBEWGB and fc 
FEGGX DENNIS. He: said he believes he made a mistake in. not seeing* 3ETTX 
GANNBTT whilr he was in. New lork ia November, 19£2. 

The informant advised that If NX 69U-S is willing and feels the above; 
cover ia adequate, ifchan, both, he and the Ner Xoric informant, could. begirt 
spreading the word that CQ 582U-S is thinking of working for NX" 6?U-S< 
firm and in that connection he may be coming to New York for a period of 
approximately 1ft days to* 2 weeks to familiarise, himself with the manufacture 
of the product, with the* use of the product, and for training en. the 
selling of the product. If after 10 days to 2 weeks, the informant decides 
that he is interested in representing the firm of NX 6?1hS as a contact 
mxi or trouble-shooter, the informants can advise the outside contacts 
with CG 582I4-S and then operate out of Chicago and bee used, only when his 
services are needed. 

The informant feelsr that he. might spend from 10 days to Z weeks in. New 
Xdrk> a part of which would necessarily be spent at the plant of NY 69I4HS 
in order to preserve the cover. 
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Such, a trip would alto indicate to party leaders that the informant is 
well enough at least, to be ueed by the party to* a limited extent and it 
might cause the party to make an offer of a party assignment to the 
informant. 

The informant advised that he desires He* York- to thoroughly discuss the. 
plan as outlined in this letter* with NT 6?U-S for suggestions and 
criticisms as well as for counter suggestions. The informant suggested 
the possibility that he might go to Heir York* when HY 69h-$ returns to 
Hew York from Chicago on pribout April 18, 1$53. This tfoftld further 
help the cover since NY 69U-S could advise the party people that he 
intended to talk with C^ 582U-S while in Chicago and felt that what thfc t : 
Chicago informant needled most to speed his recovery was something to 
occupy his mind# The New York informant might also indicate to outside 
Coamunists that, he was continplating asking QQ 5821H5 to return, with him.

prior to any positive steps of a prosecutive nature regarding Weiner 
inasmuch as such steps may jeopardize an important investigation. 

The above is for your confidential information only 
and you will be appropriately informed if the Bureau receives any 
notification from INS that some definite steps are being* taken to 
prosecute Weiner. 



Both offices should continue to be most circumspect with 
regard to the transmission of messages between the informant and 
Weiner in view of the present investigation of Weiner by the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service.

Reference is also made to Chicago progress letters 
of February £, February 20, March l\,, March 27 and 
April 14, 19!>3» summarizing informant's, reactivation 
efforts through April 7, 19$3« 

During the past 2| months the informant has continued 
to devote full time to reactivation efforts in the 
Communist Party as a functionary at a national, level. 
Since the. informant as late as 19^9 was under the 
jurisdiction of the National Office of the Communist 
Party, and it is his belief that assignments must 
emanate, from there rather than at the District level, 
the. informant has directed his maiJa efforts toward 
reactivation to the National Office of the Communist 
Party. 

A large part of the informants efforts to reactivate 
during the past period has taken the form of letter 
writing to individuals whom he believes trust him and 
arf close to WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, National Chairman of 
the Party. The informant has set up a. courier system 
through HARRY 1.. MILLER, of Chicago, and N5T-6.9lj.-S, of 
New York, for delivery of these cozmtnl cations to such ' 
Patty officials as WILLIAM WEINER and WILLIAM Z. FOSTER. 
In addition, the informant has had extensive correspon- 
dence through regular channels with- KARCEL and LENA. 
SCHERER, prominent and influential Communists in New 
Yopk. The informant regularly exhibits drafts of the 
letters which he submits to New York, some- of which 
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are IX and 12 pages in length and are designed to secure 
replies to theoretical Party problems and current inner 
Party programs and personnel assignments. The informant 
averages from l\, to; 6 letters of this type per week, and 
because of his expertness in drafting such letters and. be- 
cause of the confidence Party people have in him, the results 
as reflected in the reply letters, insofar as current in-* 
formation, of m ITationaX Party nature are; concerned, have been 
excellent* 

CG-$821±-S was first contacted by this Office for preliminary 
discussions in connection with reactivation in the Communist 
Party on April 11$ 19£2. A period of approximately two months 
elapsed before the informant agreed to assist the Bureau*. At 
that time the informant had lost all contact with the National 
Office of the Oommunist Party and had retained only a personal 
friendship with a few rank and file comrades in the. Chicago 
area* The informant, as of the date of agreement to assist 
the Bureau, had some doubt as to whether or not he could be 
successful Sxl reactivation during a period of apparent disor- 
ganization at the national level in the Party* in the early 
stages of his reactivation efforts the inf v otroant. warned that 
the goal that had been set would be difficult to reach, and 
that the period of time involved for such a reactivation could 
not be predicted* At the same time he stated that for security 
reasons positive reactivation steps would necessarily have to 
be carefully planned and slowly worked out* This policy has 
been followed, and, in the opinion of the informant and of 
this Office, the informant has made good progress in his 
reactivation efforts^ and It now appears that the attainment 
of the original objective may be reached in the near future,

This opinion is based, mainly on three occurrences which have 
happened in the past three months. The first of these Involved 
the receipt of a letter by the informant in early February, 
19S3 front WILLIAM WHNER, a close associate of WILLIAM Z. 
POSTER, wherein it was stated that the informant* a "isolation" 
would be corrected within a couple of weeks, but in that 
connection the informant was warned to remember in these 
times that "slow motion is the prevailing rate of speed." 
WHITER in the same letter lamented the fact that conditions 
were such that the informant was unable to participate at 
the moment in important Party policy diecussione on "broad- 
issues and far-reaching problems." 
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Further* positive indication, that progress, has been, made in 
the reactivation ot this informant came from a statement made 
to the informant on April 3* 1953 by HARRT I* MILLER, inform- 
ants courier between Chicago and the National Office of the 
Party* MILLER on that occasion advised the Informant that he, 
the informant, had been assigned "nationally", and that the 
reason why LEON KATZEN, District No. 6 underground functionary, 
was not now contacting informant was because he # KATZEN* had 
been instructed not to make contact with informant for security 
reasons, MILLER had no details on the nature of the national 
assignment r and informant did not feel it advisable to make 
Inquiry at thai time, The national assignment of the Informant 
was again referred to on April 5, 1953 W WILLIAM SENNETT, 
present open Dlstriet No* 8 Communist Party organizer, when, 
during a conversation with the informant SENNETT referred to 
the fact that he knew that informant had been assigned nationally, 
and he told the informant that he would not see him unless he 
was subsequently told to do so* As of" the date of the writing 
of this, letter, the informant is still waiting to be advised 
of the nature of thla assignment* In that connection, he 
dispatched a letter to WILLIAM; WEINEK of Hew York through 
his courier* HARRX MILLER, on April 3# 1953# and a reply , 
is expected from WEINER through the courier sometime within, 
the: next week* 

Another long range plan which, the informant has developed to 
possibly further him in again assuming a leadership position 
was started by the Informant in November, 1952, when he was 
in New ¥ork* During a contact with MARCEL and. LENA SCHERER, 
former national and New;YoifeState functionaries of the Party, 
the informant, after listening to complaints of these indi- 
viduals concerning the present National Communist Party 
leadership, suggested that they register their complaints 
with persons of influence "abroad," moaning the. Russians* 
The purpose of the informant's suggestion was not to improve 
National Communist Party leadership but Instead, if possible, 
to get LENA SOBERER placed again in National leadership or 
In a Party position where she might use, her influence to 
bring Informant Into 'a. prominent position* The SCBERERS con- 
sulted with the First Secretary of the Russian. Embassy in 
late December, 1952, and Informant subsequently learned that a. 
part of the conversation concerned "Cadres" and matters 
Involving "inner Party democracy." The informant learned • 
from the SOHERERS that the Russians were extremely interested 
in these two suggestions, as they related to the Communist 
Party, USA, and the SCHERERS. appeared to be satisfied with 
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the results of their trip. On the weekend, of April k, 19£>3 
the SCHERERS were again invited to visit Washington. The 
informant subsequently learned that on that occasion they had 
conferences with "representatives of five countries", including 
a conference with a "Soviet chap." The SCHERERS did not furnish 
details of their recently held conference but appeared quite 
satisfied with the results of these trips* Whether or not 
the Russians* will take action on. the complaints of the SCHERERS 
concerning the present leadership of the Party is not known* 
but it is knom that LENA SCHERER is influential with the 
Russians, and it is believed thai her complaints would not 
be taken lightly by the Russians, 

In addition to the above*, the informant has been instrumental 
in encouraging LENA SCHERER to accept a. "Cadre" position in 
the Party. She consented to accept such a position when 
asked by Party officials approximately eight months ago* 
but to date she has not been so assigned* If LENA SCHERER 
is finally assigned to a "Cadre" position* it Is believed 
that such, an assignment may assist the Informant in obtaining 
a leadership position* due to the trust and close relationship 
of the. informant with LENA SCHERER' over a period of many years. 
Whether or not this* phase of the Informant* s reactivation 
program might be successful* is" problematic* however, in any 
event the possibility of the informant* a use of the SCHERERS 
definitely exists* and he will continue to maintain close 
contact with these people* 

Chicago letter of March 27* 1923 requested authorisation to 
again send the informant to New York, so that he might have 
personal contact with top level Party leadership, including 
WILLIAM' Z. POSTER* WILLIAM WHNER, BETTY GANNETT and others 
in an effort to accelerate an assignment and to indicate to 
them through personal observation that the informant's health, 
is such that he can, accept assignment* 

Concerning the advisability of such a trip, NY-69i^~S was 
contacted by Agents of this Office while he was in Chicago 
on April 13* 19£3 on business, and the Sew York Informant 
agreed that the trip might be of benefit* and further advised 
that he believed the suggested cover set out in the letter 
of March 27, 19^3 was sound. 

On the same date Cff-£82lj.-S advised that he was in agreement 
that such a trip might be helpful, but in reference to the 
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time for making such a trip* the Chicago informant felt that ' 
he should, f tret ascertain the nature of the reply letter of 
WH-LIAK WEINER and after reading Its contents It would then 
be possible to arrive at a. definite: conclusion as to whether 
or not the informant should proceed to New York on or about 
April 18* as planned originally and provided if Bureau, author* 
ization; is granted for such trip* 

The informant* ixi reviewing the results of the past three 
months on April 13* 1953 r advised that ho feels encouraged* 
expecially concerning receiving the recent information that 
he. has been assigned "nationally*" He* however, again warned 
that the stakes are; high and that he felt the Communist Party 
and not he should make the next more* and that in his opinion 
any hurried, action, on his part may destroy an entire year's 
work and might* in fact* ruin: all possibilities for his affil- 
iation with the Party* 

Insofar as the Informant is mental attitude Is concerned* it 
continues to be excellent* and he has indicated time after 
time that he is going all the. way to do- what he described 
as a patriotic, duty* Bis health appears to be somewhat 
improved* however* because of the nature of his illness* 
the informant wilX never be a healthy man« However* because 
of the informant's background, in Party leadership and his 
reputation as a Marxist theorist* it is believed, that in 
the present period of disintegration of Party leadership* 
that the national leadership might choose to use him to 
advantage* ' 

During^ the past three month period the informant has: continued 
to furnish quality current information on, the District and 
National level in the Party and has made, contact with Party 
functionaries and secured high level information of a nature 
that ho other informant of this Office is in a position to. 
duplicate* 

Of special interest in that connection wag information 
furnished onllarch 31* 19^3 to. the effect that MARCH* and 
I£NA SCHERER* of New York* had been asked to visit Wash- 
ington a second time, "where friends h&d expressed a desire: 
to see them." This information was obtained in sufficient 
time to advise Washington and New York* a<f that coverage 
arrangements could be made* Informant later furnished 
information that the SCHERERS had seen representatives of 
five countries"* and reference was also made, in a subsequent 
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letter that- LWA SCHERER, had seen. * "Soviet chap** It is noted, 
that the informant ties these visits of- the SCHERERS to Washing- 
ton into his long range program of attempting to get the 
SCHERERS into a leadership position in, the Party with the 
aid of the Russians, with the knowledge that" if the SCHERERS 
secure a leadership position the informant will also come 
into, leadership. ,

Education Document received by him from New York on the. new 
Party line on tho "Negro question", end furnished information 
as. to how the document was being received by Communist leader- 
ship in New York* 

On March. 11, 19£3 informant furnished information received

On March 34, 1953 the Informant had contact with CHARLES 
MITCHELL, leading Party Trade. Unionist in the. Chicago area, 
and. waa able to obtain valuable Information concerning the 
Party trade union activities In the Chicago area., 

On March 18, 19& the informant exhibited, a letter received, 
from MARCEL SOBERER of New York dated March. 12, 1953* which 
diseussed the coming national Peace Coordinators policy 
report to be given in Chicago at a national meeting of 
leaders of the American Peace Crusade on March 11^-15, 1953» 
Thia letter also discussed the fight anons Communist leaders 
on the previously described "Negro question" document and the 
roll of HARRY: HAXWOOD in connection with the new Partar line 
as expressed in the "Negro question" document. The informant 
subsequently was. furnished wi th a mimeographed documexit 
containing a full report of the National Peace Co-Ordinators 
given at the Chicago meeting of the American Peace Crusade 
on March 14-15* 1953. 

A letter received from LENA SCHERER dated jMarch lk, 1953 
identified the. present Party position of HARRY HAWOOD aa 
being a member of the National Negro Cowiaission. This 
letter also thoroughly discussed the new Party line on the 
"Negro question." 

On March 19, 1953 the informant furnished Information received 
from New York that HOWARD BOLT, a Daily Worker Staff member 
for 20 years, would be discharged as of March 3U 1953 ffom 
his position and would be. succeeded by ROB HALL, Washington 
Srrespondent of the "Daily Worker". On the seme date the 
informant furnished information on a mooting of the New York 
iiatrict Communist Party, Industrial Division, and the 
'- ^mirea furnished to the leaders , attending that meeting 
t .Serning the re-registration of Negroes in NfwYork _ 
t «° n 2! Considerable information was also obtained from 
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the reports given at the above described Meeting on Communist 
strength in the Fur Workers and Shoe Workers Union* in He* 
York. State. 

On March 26, 19^3 LENA SCHERER advised the. Informant of the con- 
templated trip of her and her husband to Washington, D» C, 
which was previously described in detail in this letter. In 
the sawa letter the informant was told about a recently held 
New York State . Communist Party Peace Commission meeting which 
was attended by MARCEti SCHERER and was chaired by GEORGE BLAKE,, ■ 
CHARNEY, previously described. The letter also furnished 
additional InformaUonc oncerning' HARRY HAliWOO0*s inner 
Party struggle on the "Negro question." It also advised that; 
WILLIAM LAWRENCE had a full time, Party assignment, and thai 
LENA SCHERER had again offered her services oh the Party 
"Cadre." Commission, but had not received an assignment as 
yet.

On March 2I4., X95& the informant was In personal contact, with 
OTTO WANG-ERIN, charter member of the Party and close friend 
of WILLIAM E. POSTER in Chicago and presently the Party 
leader assigned to the Civil Rights Congress. WANGERUT 
spoke freely to the. informant concerning Party personnel 
and aotivity and agreed to arrange for the informant to 
visit with STEVE NELSON, Pittsburgh Smith Act subject, 
during- NELSON' a coming trip to Chicago on the. following 
weekend. In the course of the conversation, WANGERIN 
identified. WILLIAM SENNETT as the present open District 
organizer of the Cbrtmunist Party In Ghioaoo and identified ■ 
ALFRED WAGENKNECHT, presently underground, as still working 
with the National groups In the Chicago area. WANGERIN also 
discussed other Communist Party personnel but indicated that 
"he did not know where they were operating* 

On April 1, 19^ the informant advised that he had arranged 
to have a luncheon date with, his courier, HARRY MILLER, 
on April 3, 19£), having be*n advised by MILLER that he 
intended to makes a trip to New Yotk; on that Weekend, and ' 
would take any Imes sages that the informant wanted to be 
delivered. This informant and MILLER mot on the appointed 
date* at which' time the informant gave him a written me a sag* 
for delivery to WILLIAM WEINER and. also an oral messa ge for 
WEINER, wherdn the informant made specific complaint as t* 
his Isolation, and told MILLER to tell WEE HUH that the informant 
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had. had no oontact as referred to, in WEDUR*s letter to the 
Informant of January 2£, 19i>3» The informant also orally told 
MILDER to advise WEINIR. that he, the informant, may possibly 
be in New York in the near future to explore the possibility 
of working in th* Chicago area as a contact man for the firm 
of Nr-69i+-S. 

On April. $t 19^3 the informant had contact with STEVE NELSON, 
previously described,, and JOE WEBER, Communist Party Trade 
Union leader in the Chicago area, and with, WILLIAM SENNETT, 
also District No* 6 Communist Party leader, at the residence 
of WILLIAM SENNETT, NELSON, according to the informant, 
was staying at the SENNETT home during the. time he was in 
Chicago* The informant learned that OTTO WANGERIN was out of the 
Civil Rights Congress and had not yet been sd advised. SENNETT, 
during the course of conversation, with the informant, mentioned, 
that he knew the informant had been 'assigned "nationally." 

NELSON had a friendly discussion witk the informant concerning 
his pending cases, both the State case and. the. Smith Act 
case against the subject, and he discussed general conditions 
in. the Party Itself. NELSON furnished the informant with 
considerable information concerning th«, effect of the Tito 
defection on the American Yugoslav Communists in various 
cities. Re also discussed in detail his recent book, 
"The Volunteers." 

On April 3* I9£3 the informant was again in contact with 
CHARLES MITCHELL, previously described, who advised the 
informant that ROMANIA FERGUSON, wife of RAY HANSBROUGH, 
former National Party functionary, now deceased, was in 
Chicago and wanted to see the informant. , MITCHELL arranged 
for this meeting, which took place, on April 6, 19&* 

FERGUSON, whom the informant has known for years, was extremely 
friendly with the informant and discussed her difficulties 
with the Party and her activities as a member of the Board 
of the Communist Summer Camp located at Camp Unity in New 
York. 

A letter received from LENA. SCHEEER. of New York dated April s 
6, 19£3 was exhibited by the informant and furnished consid- 
erable information concerning her recent visit to Washington 
and her contacts with representatives of five countries. She 
made the statement that in her discussions she had learned 
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that the current change in the Russian, like was worked out" 
at the 19th Congress of. the CPSIT, and that she had been told 
that "more is coming." 

On April. 11» 19£3 the informant had personal contact with 
CHARLES MITCHELL* previously described, tafce briefed the , 
informant on. the Communist factional f Ighfc in UE-FE in- the 
.Chicago area on the issue of affiliation with the United 
Auto Workers of America - CIO. The informant also learned, of 
personnel changes being made among comrades In the Union* 
MITCHELL also told the informant of the nature of the Party 
assignment of SAM KUSHNER in the underground for about two 
years and indicated generally Where KUSHNER. is now operating. 

A letter of April 9r W£3 from. MARCEL CCHIRER,, previously 
described, detailed the nature of his. conversation with 
AEORGE BLAKE CHARMED of the National Communist Party Office, 
wherein CHARNEY discussed the present Party Program on 
"United Front" work: and "Peace" and went ©ves? the complete 
National Party Program with SCHERER. 

A letter received from LENA SCHERER on April l£, 19^,3 advised 
the Informant that she had visited AL LANNON, Smith, Act . 
subject* presently In the hospital, She told the informant 
that LANNON had "spilled his guts" to her* about his, political. 
and personal differences with the National leadership of 
the Party. She told, the informant that he. had reduced 
some of his complaints to writing with the* understanding 
that the written matter would reach the; SCHERERt s "friends" 
in Washington (the Russians). 

In addition: to the above, the Informant in, Karchy X9#3 
furnished a detailed account of his personal knowledge of 
international Party schools, particularly the Lenin, School,, 
and of the individuals who. arekoownbjtha informant to have 
attended these schools or travelled to Russia* 

Summary and Recommendations 

The above examples are typical- of the information of quality 
which the informant has furnished during the last 2# months. 

In total Informant's file now consists Of 2J+9 serials 
reflecting' information on the Communist Party 1 nationally 
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and locally and on approximately 3£o fcey individuals In, the 
Communist movement* Some of the information furnished 
concerns individuals who are known to havo operated in the 
Party apparatus from the period 1932 through 194£« The 
informant's information is detailed and accurate and there 
is much ground still to be covered on individuals and 
Communist activities in the past* ' 

Should the information that the informant has been assigned 
"nationally" he correct, and there is good teas on to believe 
that it is correct, the quality and quantity of the informant 1 * 
information should .increase. The extent -of the increase* of 
course, will .depend on the nature of the informantis assignment* 

It is believed that informant to date*, considering all the 
pitfalls that had to be overcome, has made good progress 
toward reactivation* Wiile not yet in the inner circles of 
the Party, informant has nevertheless furnished this Office 
and New York with information that It is believed few people 
assisting the Bureau could duplicate* The informant 1 s financial 
condition is still bad, but .he is using tha money received 
from the Bureau to correct this condition* He makes no 
outward display that lie is receiving Money, in fact, he • [ 
has not purchased even an article of clothing, because lie ' 
feels his security is involved. 

On April 9* 19^3 a representative of 1*H*S. at Chicago* 
during a casual conversation on pending I-*H«S. cases* 
advised the Chicago Office that I.N*S* in Chicago is 
preparing a denaturalization case on informant, wrhich 
will be started in the immediate future* The Bureau by 
airtel of April 9> 19^3 was advised and requested to take 
appropriate action wlthI.N*S. and advise action desired , 
by this Office* 

On the T>asis of the excellent Information furnished by the 
informant, to date, and his future potential, it, is recommended 
that the Bureau authorize the continuance of payments to the 
informant for an additional three .months period beginning on 
May 1, 1953 at the rate of $800 ^ev month to be used in the 
following manner— $600 for living expenses, including payment* . 
on his automobile; $100 for miscellaneous expenses, including

Bureau instructions state that in the event of any emergency, 
confidential informants will not bo apprehended along with 
other Dotcom subjects* It may be necessary, however, to appre- 
hend certain informants so that information may be obtained 
from Security Index subjects while incarcerated* 

Due to the changing status of individual informants, agents 
to whom informants are assigned are not to discuss this matter 
with them at this time. Before any actual apprehension, how- 
ever, the entire situation would bo discussed with the infor- 
mant to be certain that he would be willing to operate in this 
manner for the Bureau. 

By Chicago letter to the Bureau, dated 4-20-f>3> the above 
captioned informant -tmmt - was not recommended for apprehen- 
sion y Where the infomant was not rocommended for apprehension 
the reason for this decision is indicated. Referenced Chicago 
letter is located in 100-19702*

Based upon your recommendation, authority Is granted to 
continue payments to this informant at the rate of $800 per month, * 
effective Mayl ^l.953 > f or a period of three months. This sum 
is authorlzeaTSTbe used In the following manner: $600 for living 
expenses, including payments on his automobile; $100 for miscellaneous 
expenses, including entertainment, ordinary travel and literature, 
and $100 for payments on back debts. 

The Bureau Is closely following the development of this 
Individual and you should continue to personally supervise his 
handling to obtain the maximum benefit from his services. 

The Bureau is presently giving consideration to authorizing 
a trip to Hew York by the informant so that he can personally discuss with 
high Party leaders an assignment on a national level* You will be further 
advised concerning this matter* 

In addition, the Bureau is giving full consideration to the 
present situation of William Weiner, who is under investigation by the 
Immigration and Haturalization Service for parole violation. 

In connection with informant 1 * progress, biweekly reports 
should be submitted to the Bureau concerning his activity and efforts 
to become reactivated on behalf of the Bureau. Two weeks prior to the 
expiration of the authorized payment period you should again submit an 
informative summary setting forth the value of the Informant and your 
recommendation as to his continuance.

Since it waa determined that Hlt&FR may have carried the 
above letter in hia pocket for a week to ten days and since 
NZ-694-y was departing ibr Hew York within an hour after 
tho message waa received on April ltl lsat, 00-5821^ im- 
mediately drafted a abort reply note to WJIHE8 for delivery 
by m~b%~& on hia return to New York# 2he letter referred 
to WEH-RR'3 communication but stated that the informant 
would not be able to state preferences for work assignment 
on such short notice beoauae such statements required time 
to think then out* the informant added that he jaight he 
able to talk with weinfr in person within the next few

The informant in conversations on April 17 1 19 and 27 laat 
stated that he now feel» that the inf oraation. he l»d re- 
ceived frommBHY MXLEPR and WlfcUAH SKNHETT* the latter 
the present open leader of the Party in Chicago, in early 
April* 19&3* to the effect that the informant haa been as- 
signed nationally is confirmed by the WILTJAH W?INn? letter 
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letter to the Cireeto* HBj CG-^824-^ 

of April 18* 1953* H«» however* reels that duo to tho lack 
of ooisawnications as evidenced by the delay of the WILIiXAM 
WSINtR letter » end also due to the known disorganisation 
of the national party leadership, the heat way of handling 
negotiations from thla point an in order to accelerate 
national aseignjaeat is through personal contacts with national 
functionaries* 

Thla off lee la in agreenent with the informant concerning 
the necessity of a trip to Hew York* This office fcela 
that definite progress ha a been wade to place the infor- 
mant at a high level In the Party* However^ it ia jrecog- 
nlsed that even though WFINFfl ia committed to place the 
informant on a 'national aaaign»ent» it is possible that 
additional delays -will occur* Thia opinion in part ia 
baaed on statements appearing Xn tho recent WFIOT letter 
to the effect that the Party is now in the jproceas of 
coordinating activities and setting up both an open and ah 
underground Party, in addition the infoxttant has advlaed 
that even though WB1HTIR has an aeaigtuaeat in mind for the 
informant, any such assignment must still be approved by 
people in the real control of the Party who ere acre than 
likely now underground^ according to the lnfoaaant* 

The neee»«ity for allowing m&IM' W.INtt* to make such con* 
tacts as referred to in his letter without the interference 
of fiaura is therefore obvious and the Bureau by Chicago 
alrtel of April 20th last waa requested to take such action 
as was necessary so that tflfiUXAM tfEINT ; a for the time being 
could be allowed to make contacts without Fiaura of IKS at* 
of the Bureau* It is believed that by continued patience 
and careful handling of this informant, he has unusual poten-

Informant advised on April 27 $ last that he had contact 
April 22, last with CKARLtf* MITCHKLL, Communist Party trade 
union leader In Chicago* "MITCHELL advised thst he was 
departing for California on that date in an effort to re- 
cover from a recent illnes8. He said he would endeavor 
to contact M BTJD BLAIR," a CP functionary in Los Angeles 
Who was formerly In Chicago « BLAIR, according to infor- 
mation available to this officv, is presently underground. 
He also discussed the wor't of certain Communist trade 
union leaders In the pprm T-qulpment ' orkers union, certain 
aspects of the "Negro question," and furnished informant 
with a current issue of the District #8 "Party Forum." 
The informant told MITCHELL to give hisregards to trade 
union people in the Vest Coast whom he might sea 

On April 26, 1953 the informant was consulted T>y PHIL 
KQSSOFP, Professional Section Party Organizer in Chicago, 
who sought informant's advice on the current CP "United 
Front" program and specifically asked him for W* 2. 
"FOSTtRtS views on the current "United Front" program. He 
told the informant about the activities of bis section 
end of the lack of Party leadership in District #8 which 
was en using dissatisfaction among the rank snd file* He 
complained about the. "lack of avenues for discussion of 
problems with leadership." This is the second contact by 
KOSSOFF with informant. 

From April 2\\. through April 26, last, informant had SUB 
COTTSN, former District #8 Office Employee, stay at his 
residence following receipt of a request from MILTON COHEN, 
her husband, to allow her to stay there for a rest. 
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SUE COHEN, until her recent Illness, wss 8 leader in the 
Hyde Park Section of the Party end during her visit, in- 
formant was briefed on the stetus of her Seotion end on 
factionalism in the District leadership* 

In response to the numerous letters which informant writes 
to "LENA and mRCEL SCHERrR, Prominent New York Coraraunists, 
in which Informant sets forth views on Party. matters and 
raises questions on leadership, the informant has been able 
to obtain the following information during the past two 
weeks* 

Informant was advised that LENA SCHKRT^R had been asked 8 
months ago to scoept a position on the. "Cadre Commtalon" 
which "could .not function without her, however she is still 
waiting to be asked to assume responsibilities* 

Informant wss furnished with sufficient information to allow 
Hew York to Identify the author of the current publication 
of the Party on the "Negro Hues t ion" which information if 
developed will identify the current Chairmen of the National 
CP education Commission* 

The informant was also advised tte t the "white chauvinism 11 
charges against HARRY HAYWOOD »S wife has not yet been re- 
solved* He was also told that HAYJJQOD'S recent articles 
on the "Negro question" have liten jfevorably received and 
he is now sitting in on "Important meetings •" 

A letter of April Z$, last from LENA SCHBRFR told of the 
third trip MARCEL S CHEHER has made to Washington within 
the last four months* The reason for the last trip was 
given as being that a "representative came from faraway" 
and she and her husbsnd had received invitations to s re- 
ception* Informant believes that SCIFRER again had con- 
tact with the Russian, Hungarian, Roumanian or Bulgarian 
Embassies* UNA SCHBRf.R stated "it is Important to knew 
these people and acquaint them with political problems.*"

Arrangements had been previoualy made with NY-69l|>-S f or him 
to advise New York' Communist contaots of the purpose of 
CG-582l|-S»s trip and when informant expected to be in New . 
York: 
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On May £, last informant deported by plane for New York in 
an effort to make personal contact with Key National Function- 
aries of the Party and to secure an assignment, if possible* 
Informant advised that he intended to attempt contact with 
WILLIAM WBINT.R on arrival in Hew York City as he had in 
November, 1952 when he was in New York. Since WEINKE* in 
his letter received by informant on April 18, last, stated 
he wanted to see informant end h8ve informant state "assign- 
ment preferences," the informant believes he should first 
contact WEINBR on hia arrival in New York.

As instructed by the Bureau, the informant, prior to his 
departure for New York, was instructed to state his prefer- 
ence for work es being for "cadre" work and "political" work. 

Tin a discussion with him on May 1, last the Informant said 
he vas going to New York realizing that the goal he was 
seeking was difficult and there is no guarantee for success 
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because he has no control over the thinking of the Party 
leaders. He said that as of now he feels he has "one foot 
Inside 1 ' and the "political climate". In the party is in his 
favor, but he emphasized ,tte t he hsd nothing definite to 
date 4 He is of the opinion that the Party will not aak 
him to leave the Midwest, but if he Is asked to go anywhere 
It will be to Hew York* He stated that if he is sent to 
New York, regardless of the work to which he would be assigned 
be will not be "isolated," 

He concluded by stating that the only thing be can do is 
make contact with the National Leaders to find out what is 
in their minds. He added that if assignments were ofiered 
he was quite certain that he would have time to think about 
them and be is also quite certain that the Party is taking 
his illness into consideration in any choice of assignment* 

The informant advised that he would stay only *a long as 
necessary in New York and devote ell his energy to seeking 
assignment* „ 

In connection with assignment, informant was told' of the 
Bureau preferences and to keep in contact with the, flew York 
Office if assignment -was offered. It la the jopinion of the 
office that informant will use his intelligence and know- 
ledge of the Party to seek the best possible assignment 
insofar as Bureau interests are concerned. 

He has constantly stated that in order for him to function 
to the best of his ability end until definite committments 
for assignment jere made, WILLIAM WINER is necessary for 
him ;to use to get to leadership.

Attitude and Health

She informant*a mental attitude, insofar ea hia deslrs to 
help the bureau is concerned, continues to be good. 

He however has frequently Indicated that in his opinion, 
hasty arresta of individuals with key iniormatlon an the 
Coraraunlat apparatus are not elding the overall fight -against 
Corarauniara -that he has set out *a hia goal in helping the 
Bureau* He said that this procedure by the Government dis- 
turbs him beoauae he believes the Government, by being im- 
patient, is losing much valuable future help and informa- 
tion. 

The specific oaaes which he has repeatedly referred to are 
those of EARLBRCWDFR and MAX YOUNG, the letters Comintern ' 
Repreaentatlve in the United States, recently arreated by 
INS in New York. With respect to the BROWDFR Case, .Infor- 
mant, feels that BROWDER would have eventually talked to the 
FBI and Informant knows that JBROWDFR»S information is not 
available from any other source. He expreased the opinion 
that BR0WDFR»S arrest, immediately 'Sfter hia open publlahed 
atatements against Ruasia, played into the hands of the 
Communists and gasngd the Government nothing in the overall 
fight agelnst Communism. Informant feels that BROWDBR,due 
to hia srreat and particularly to the arreat of hia wife, 
may now decide never to apeak to the Bureau beoauae he is 
an Individual who cannot be intimidated. He also feels 
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that the OP vtll use BROWJDFR'S erreat as an example of 
Wh8t happens to Communists who break from the CP and that 
this propaganda will Influence many present CP members not 
to talk to the Government because they like BROWDfcR, may 
be prosecuted. 

The Informant has a similar feeling in the cose of MAX 
YOUNG, Comintern Representative with GF-RHARD BISLr.R, re- 
cently arrested by INS. Informant knows this individual 
will be liquidated if he returns to Russia or a Satelite 
Nation and feels that in Y0UNG»S c s se the Russians may agree 
to accept his return because he knows too much. Informant 
had furnished extensive information concerning YOUNG and 
believed that his activities were such that he had infor- 
• motion of greater importance than FLIZABTTH BFNTLTY. He 
knew that YOUNG believed he would be .liquidated if deposed 
and felt that YOUNG eventually could "have been persuaded 
to talk. In this c P .se a gain the informant believes the 
Government has taken the narrow approach of deportation 
ea against the possibility of an overall fight against 
Russian Communism which both YOUNG end BROWDfR may have 
eventually assisted in. 

These arrests have bothered informant because he agreed 
originally to assist the Bureau In fight against Soviet 
Communism and the people behind this movement in the United 
States; Me has stated that he does not feel that the 
narrow approach of arrest of individuals such as BROWDER 
and YOUNG by the Government in 8ny way assisted in this 
fight and he believes that the Government in fact played 
into the hands of the American CP. 

While exressing the above views, informant has stressed 
that he realises he is not in a position to make policy and 
that he IsCmaklng these statements in a vein of eric is ism, 
>ut Instead is doing It for constructive reasons. He said 
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on -May 1, last that he Is beginning to look at these 
arrests philosophically with the feeling that the Govern- 
ment lcnowa what it is doing* 

On May 1> lest during Interview a blood vessel broke in 
Informant** eye end his general health vhlch was improv- 
ing slowly up to this time appeared to have slipped* He 
told the Agent that he believed his physical condition 
has gone downward of late due to tension and his failure 
to get a Yarty assignment more quickly* He said* howefeer* 
that he felt that lie should not postpone his New York 
trip fop reasons of health because he felt he could re- 
lieve tension' If he found out first hand what the party 
had in mind* He repeated his desire to visit New York 
on May 4? lest despite the fa<fct that he said his physics! 
condition was net good* He was told to use his Judgment 
on whether the trip should be made on May 5 end in the 
event he decided to go* he should *#st in New York a day 
er two in order to lay his cover and also improve his 
physical condition*

On June 12, 1953 informant telephonic ally advised that it appeared 
that his Chief Channel of Information in New York, LENA SCHERER, 
had hem cut off due to investigative steps presumably of 
Immigration and Naturalization Service* Informant advised that 
he ;was called during the previous night by NY 694-S from New York 
who told informant that SCHERER had contacted him and requested 
him to advise CO 5821*-S that she was discontinuing all her 
correspondence with him in order to protect informant's security* 
The reason given was that the government had Interviewed her 
mother and another relative and received damaging evidence against

The fact that LENA SCHERER As used b_* informant to gather inform

On 3une 12 * 1953 informant advised that he Jhas yecelved n*ail 
from his f ormer vife in Miami indi eating that JLnf oraant should 
see his son And give him some additional counsel on, his fathers 
status* Informant said that he had not ne^n his son in almost 
a year and felt that he was neglecting his duties as a father 
by not seeing him at a time in life when a father* s counsel is 
so important* He Added that he felt he should also see his former 
wife and give her further instructions as to how she should reply 
if contacted by party people in Miami* He also wants to counsel 
his son to join a religious group and & social group so that he 
will not make the same mistakes in life that his father did* 

He stated that he wuld have to make the trip to' Miami as soon 
as possible because his health could not stand the Miami heat 
of July ,and August* Efforts were made to get informant to 
postpone the trip until, after the underground contact was made 
but he advised that In his opinion an absence of about ten days 
would not affect the contact* 

In view of informants insistence on the need for this trip 
he was told to go provided he Jbad adequate cover for necessary 
funds* Ha J&14 he did not intend to remain longer than ten days 
and hoped that £he trip would give him a much needed rest* No 
departure date was set because informant uwttts the date to be 
flexible in the event that he gets, an Indication of possible* 
contact* Ihere vw no mention of money being provided for this 
trip because it is being made more or less for personal reasons* 

A question does arise* however* as to Bureau policy with respect 
to regular payments to informant during th* period of the Miami 
trip# To date Informant has .hot indicated whether he expects 
payment and it is difficult to predict how he might react if 
payments weye cut off during this short period* informant knows 
that he is an independent contractor rattier than an employee x>f 
the Bureau* but whether or not he can be made to understand that 
the technicalities of the use of the terms are interpreted to mean 
that lie is mot entitled to T>e paid dtttdng a vacation period is & 
difficult 4U0 8t&m to answer* ■ 

For more than a year* informant has made himself available tki a 
aeyen day a ireek basis to the Party and the Bureau refuting io 
leave his home because he might miss a contact* In view of the 
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above and because informant may possibly view a Refusal to pay 
him during the ten day absence as indicative of a lack of human 
understanding of his and his family** personal welfare* this 
matter is being referred to the Bureau for consideration and 
advice because of the amount of money involved* 

Evaluation and Future Plans 

ttie fact that informant was able to furnish information on the 
assignment -of an individual to underground work three weeks in 
advance of his departure is indicative of the potential value 
of this informant once he begins to opeTjBit^ on a full time basis t*^^ 
a definite party position* 

It is believed that informant has proved his value through the 
quality of information furnished to date* Continued value of 
the informant will to a large extent be determined by his ability 
to get a key assignment when he has hJte underground contact and 
also by the success he has in keeping channels of information 
from the National $? office open* 

Una informant *s comments Relative to keeping channels of infor- 
mation open were Incorporated in this letter because it is

In connection with the requests set iforth in rebulet of June 
2$* 1953* and particularly to the request for details as to 
results of discussions with WILLIAM LOTEHEB, it should be 
noted that particularly in these times much of the time spent 
when Communists get together Is purely "banter" concerning 
their healthy mutual interests such as books and writings 
and discussions on what mutual friends are doing* Individuals 
such as WEINER only talk when security is assured, and during 
informant** visit to WEDJER*s residence no, conversation of a 
confidential nature took place in the residence nor at the 
hospital because WEIUER fears a microphone plant* Iherefore^ 
informant spent a large part of the time with WEINER on 
necessary discussions of a close personal nature and impor- 
tant to reactivation but from a substantive viewpbint of 
little interest to the Bureau. The confidential conversa- 
tions occurred only after WfelNER was able to take himself out 
of his residence into his yard* 

It is believed that the significant happenings relative to 
informant's reactivation were reported on pages 1 and 2 of 
referenced Chicago letter of June If, 19j>3.

WERNER in turn will deliver his letters to XEH HARRIS or 
IS ADORE HELIJBR, his son-in-law, who will turn them over to 
M 69!^S* WEINER also agreed that HARRY I* JCCLLER, Chicago 
businessman jind courier, could continue io transmit letters 
ftfom informant to WEINER* 

In reference to specific assignments discussed by Informant 
and WEINER, it JLs noted that referenced Chicago letter of 
June l± $ 1953* refers to "WEINER f s statement that he had made 
contact with the underground leadership and had discussed 
future work of Informant • WEINER told informant that the 
exact nature of the assignment must await a discussion be- 
tween the underground 3a adership and informant, and mention 
was made that Informant would Tse contacted by PHIL BART or JACK 
XLING or both* He was told by WEINER that he would not be 
placed completely underground no.r completely; in the open* 
Daere was some discussion on the jaeed for experienced leader- 
ship and the need for training of cadres and it was indicated 
by WEINER and later by GANNETT that informants work may be 
In connection with training and choosing individuals for 
leadership positions* 

It should be noted also that while WEINER has great influence 
with the leadership of the Party, as does GANNETT, the infor- 
mant was advised by both WEINER and GANNETT that the under- 
ground .Party leadership ehooses and makes all decisions on 
"organisational" mattersj therefore, according to informant, 
he must see the underground leadership in order to receive 
specific assignment and an outline of his work. WEINER can 
Influence informant's reactivation as well as decisions on 
actual assignment but he cannot assign informant. 

Bulet of June 25, 1953, *l»o requested details on discussions 
of informant wTth BEIT* GANNETT on specific assignments. It 
is pointed out that GANNETT was aware and told informant that 
hifc future work had been discussed by the underground leader-, 
ship and that it had been decided to assign him. She told 
him that specific assignment of work must await informant's 
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personal contact with the underground leadership because 
they have the power to decide on "organizational" matters. 
She stressed the need for developing leadership and asked 
informant's advice on a program for training leadership. 
*>he also told him to discuss leadership problems and per- 
sonnel with WILLIAM SENNETT/ District #8 ojpen organizer, 
While GANNETT did not indicate she knew Ahat informant's 
assignment would be, the informant said that he was equipped 
and able to assist in such work. Since informant knows that 
GANNETT has no Authority to assign him, and further because 
he does not believe that he should push f&r a particular Job 
for security reasons, the informant did not .request a speci- 
fic type of work. ;He did make it clear, however, that he 
could choose personnel and train leadership, and GANNETT stat- 
ed that this was the greatest need of the Tarty today. 

In the communications system set up and agreed to between 
GANNETT And informant it was decided that informant could 
give letters to SUE XLING, previously described, or could 
send them to NZ 69I4.-S for transmittal through .LEM HARRIS. 

In evaluating the success of the informant on his Hew York 
trip, it is felt by both informant and this office that the 
significant happenings are frequently the small ones, that 
is the friendly manner dn which informant was received, the 
willingness of top functionaries to meet and discuss Party 
matters with informant, and the ability of informant to have • 
these ipeople go out of their way both to assist him in making 
contacts and to reactivate. Also of great significance is 
that informant is dealing with top people in the party who 
appear to have complete confidence in him. 

Ihe info-want, by virtue of his experience, is equipped to 
deal with these people and to know what he can say, how far 
he can go, who to contact, and What should be done to deacti- 
vate himself in the CPj.and it is believed that the New York 
trip did much to further these efforts. 

The instructions set out in bulet of October fl> 1952, to 
this office have been interpreted to mean that the Bureau

An connection with bl-wekly summary letters did! not desire 
detailed information on substantive matters and only desired 
summary Information on informant 1 s contacts for reactivation 
purposes. If this Interpretation Is Incorrect and the Bureau 
desires detailed information on Information furnished on 
Important matters such as trips to UewXork, the BUreau is 
requested to so advise so that copies of letters with sub- 
stantive information may "be d&slgnated fox the informants 
file at the Bureau.

On July -S, 19B, CG 582V-S telephontcally advised the 
writer that .he -had written and was mailing a letter -to 
VILLI AM WEINER. He read the letter to the agent .and

The letter in substance Is generally personal :ln nature 
since the informant and VOTER .are close friends of many 
years and have worked closely In the Communist Party. 

After preliminary personal remarks, the informant mentioned 
that he .had SUE XLING at his residence the pr.eceeding week 
and went over her two manuscripts and gave her criticism ■ 
dn them. He mentioned that "his sales 3ob lis not going 
so good and that he may have to discontinue it. 

He stated that there is nothing new to report "on other 
matter." He said that he .has made efforts to '"normalize" 
local connections slnee his -return from -New York. "He 
.stroke of meeting the District -people and of being offered 
work of a .nature that he could only term 'a "gross insult." 
He added that he .is developing greater patience than even 
vmiNFR could Imagine.
